SESBANIA, INDIGO

More than 2,500 acres of 
crop land and citrus groves in 
Lee County have been seeded 
to cover crops this season, re- 
ports County Agent C. P.

Fla. Vegetable Industry To 
Use 50 Million Containers 


Approximately 50,000,000 
containers will be réquired to 
transport the 1950-51 crop of 
Florida vegetables and non 
citrus crops to market and 
some essential container ma- 
terials may soon be in short 
supply, according to LaMonte 
Graw, manager of the Florida 
Fruit and Vegetable Associa- 
tion in Orlando. € 

"A preliminary survey of 
sources of container supply re- 
cently completed by the Florida 
Fruit and Vegetable Associa- 
tion has developed the fact 
that while container manufac- 
turers have adequate: facilities 
for meeting this need, the 
available supply of materials 
is considered to be limited. The 
container situation has already 
been reported’ as serious om 


restrictions which might be 
placed on containers by the 
Federal Government. Contain- 
er manufacturers are faced 
with the possible diversion of 
the supply of lumber, nails, 
steel and other materials, and 
with the fact that the cost of 
these materials is rising. 

"Other factors affecting the 
availability of containers are 
the possibility of price ceilings 
Which could place manufactur- 
ers in a difficult situation, and 
the conversion of some plants 
to government work. One 
manufacturer has already ad- 
vised that his plant is conver- 
ted to war supply," said Graw. 

Container manufacturers have 
urged shippers to build up in- 
ventories so that manufactur- 
ers might be able to supply 
their needs before diverting 
their facilities, according to 
Graw. 

“Shippers will recall, the fact 
that during World War II the 
Federal Government restricted 
the number of types of con- 
tainers that could be used. It 
is suggested that they should 
be prepared to discuss volun- 
tary standardization of con- 
tainers, such as has been 
achieved for celery and other 
commodities, at the annual 
meeting of FFYA in October,” 
said Graw. 

The association is holding its 
seventh annual meeting on 
October 4, 5 and 6 at Miami 
Beach. Early registrations by 
members and suppliers indi- 
cate a heavy attendance, ac- 
cording to Graw. 


GLASSCOCK STRESSES 
HOT WEATHER CHORES 
FOR STATE STOCKMEN 

Mowing pastures if necessary 
to keep them in a vegetative 
condition and treating all in- 
jured animals to prevent screw- 
worm infestation’ are two im- 
portant jobs for Florida cattle- 
men at thhis season of the year, 
according to Dr. R. S. Glass- 
cock of the University of Flor- 
ida Agricultural Experiment 
Stations. 

“During the summer rainy 
season,” the animal husband- 
man explained, “grass grows 
fast and should be mowed to 
keep it from becoming mature 
and fibrous. Use of a mowing 
machine on a pasture that is 
growing too fast for the stock 
on it will mean pounds of beef 
the cattleman would not get 
from mature grass.” 

Screw-worms are particular- 
ly troublesome during the hot 
months, Dr. Glasscock also 
pointed out, and early detec- 
tion of cuts and bruises on ani- 
mals, and treatment With a 
suitable repellant will prevent 
infestations. 

The experiment Station ani- 
mal husbandman also offered 
these séasonal suggestions for 
cattlemen: 

Isolate cows with heifer 
calves from bulls to prevent 
too early breeding of the heif- 
ers. 
^ Make arrangements to pro- 
vide supplemental feed and 
good pastures for heifers that 
are to be retained for the breed- 
ing herd. 

Market all^'well ‘developed 
calves that ate hot'to be held 
over for herd replacements.
